Last Journey at 
HuntsviNe it Not a Very 
Long One 


The electrical 
chair 
occupies 
the 
most conspicuous place in the 
I>i-ath 
House at the penitentiary. 
It might be said that the house 
was virtually built around the < hatr 
with the row of death cells in close 
proximity. 
Th> Death H ouvi w as also built 
by Storms, 
who first spen t c o n ­ 
siderable tim e in 
Eastern 
cities, 
where he gathered latest ideas re­ 
lative to such buildings and the 
electrical method of carrying out 
the m andates of the law. 
It 1« «aid by those w h o h a v e In­ 
spected the Death Mouse that it is 
the most conveniently and c o m ­ 
pletely arranged building 
of tts 
k nd in the United State», affo rd ­ 
ing as it doe« the condem ned man 
“all the conveniences of h o m e” 
When a person condem ned to 
death arrives at 
th<- 
Huntsville 
prison, he enters through th*- mam 
gate» of the prison and is then es- 
c* rted through th'1 yard 
to the 
I> ath House. The r;uard in.charg* 
unlocks a »teel-barred door from 
t).<L outside and then give» tbe sig- 
nal to the inner guard, who opens 
a se< ond door front the inside. This 
i 
so arranged tKat no one can 
er'er or leave the D eath 
House 
v "hout a guard at either »ide and 
the proper signal« given incident­ 
ally thi« arran gem ents precludes 
the posisbility of m ob s trying to 
gain admission by force . 
Entering the Death H ouse one 
finds him self in a spacious room 
well ventilated and lighted and not 
by any m eans unpleasant.
